AT HIGH-WATER MARK
Marion Is Deluded hy Oliloans to

Hour Hurtling on American
Voters' Duties.

[By Associated Press.]
MAKION, OHIO, Oct. 18..The long

succession of political pilgrimages to
Senator Harding'}* front porch'l
reached high tide today in a gather-1
ing that delaged Marion.
So preat was the crowd that its

fringes packed the street a hlocit
away and hundreds were unable to
get close enough to hear the nomi¬
nee's speech on the obligations of
the American voter.

ItelcgaltonK from many States nnd
representing many special groups
were in the crowd. More than a
score of hands marched with the
paradcrs and serenaded the nominee
for two hours after his address,
while he -ami Mrs. Harding stood on
their front steus and shook hands
with :« stream of visitors.
The Senator's speech, largely de¬

voted to a nonpolitical discussion olthe obligations of the American
voter, was- addressed particularly tothose who are to exercise the ballotthis year for the lirst time. 1I« pro¬nounced use of the franchise a duty
as well as a privilege.
New women voters he asked espe-iullv not to segregate themselvesin a party of their own.
The candidate also addressed linn-

self to several groups of forcisn-born voters in tlio gathering, tellingthem that they should help to main-
tuin loyalty in return for the ad¬
vantages of American citizenship.The llrst voters' contingents, in-
eluding groups from thirty-three col¬
leges and universities, made up most
of the crowd. In addition, however,
i here were representatives of thel'olisli. Hungarian, Lithuanian and!Italian races, and delegations ftom
many Ohio counties.
